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(57) Abstract: There is provided a reproduction device capable of reproducing a moving picture file by using index information hav- 
ing a size greater than the memory size without re-reading the index information into a memory. The reproduction device includes: 
table size acquisition means (S40) for acquiring the size information on the table containing index information on the moving picture 
file from a recording medium; a memory for storing the index information; memory size acquisition means (S42) for acquiring the 
size information on the memory; calculation means (S41) for calculating a thinning amount of the index information so that the table 
size is not greater than the memory size; thinning means (S44) for thinning the index information according to the thinning amount; 
and write means (S45) for writing the thinned index information into the memory, 
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
